Oka wasn’t pretty, but neither is the plight of 
natives in this country. Natives often live in Third 
World conditions, they have a high infant mortality 
rate, they have a high rate of suicide, drug abuse and 
alcoholism. Not the least of their troubles is the 
racism and prejudice they endure. Stuck in a society 
foreign to their traditional way of life, it is salt in the 
wound to also suffer for simply being who they are. 

Some evidence that came out of the Gustafsen 
Lake trial bears witness to the racism inherent in our 
society. Probably most shocking was the shoot-to- 
kill order on a native walking in a no-shoot zone. 
The RCMP claims its officers were unaware the man 
was in the safe zone. Fortunately for all Canadians 
who still hope someday to walk with their heads 
high, the cops missed. 

But still, I have this to say: Firstly, if you’re 
unaware of where the no-shoot or safe area is, per-

into the deaths of natives 
all over this country and 
more often than not, little 
effort goes into bringing 
about justice. 

The government and the 
RCMP are not the only ones responsible for the 
plight of natives in Canada.

Designers, builders for Edmonton's soon-to-be-completed concert hall will talk 
about the challenges of creating the 1,800-seat acoustic venue

SEE: The Winspear 
Centre Hall is modelled 
acoustically after the 
older European concert 
halls because they have 
wonderful acoustics. 
What happened in the 
1950s and 1960s with 
acoustical design that 
architects went with the 
sort of fan-shaped speak- 
er structures, which 
obviously haven't 
worked weli. 

Doug McConnell: First 
of all, the fan-shaped 
design does work effec- 
tively for drama. It allows 
for good sight lines, so it 
became a kind of catch- 
phrase for modern the- 
atre .. . I think people 
were attracted by the ... 
dramatic shapes you get 
from a fan-shaped hall 
like the Jubilee 
(Auditorium). 

I think also, with the 
emerging role of technol- 
ogy, there was an 
assumption that the sci- 
ence of acoustics could 
fundamentally shape the 
sound without the basic 
room shape being a pri- 
mary determinant . . . The 
traditional shoe box 
model has the fundamen-

The size was set up as 
a combination of match- 
ing the subscription size 
that the symphony felt 
they could attract on a 
regular basis and the 
budget.

tephen Notley hopes if he has to starve, his hunger pangs 
might at least stimulate his creativity. 


“I gotta make this really funny or I'll starve,” is how the 
Edmonton cartoonist describes his work ethic. 

Notley is creator of the comic strip Bob The Angry 
Flower, which has been a staple in the diets of SEE 
Magazine readers for the past year. Fans of Bob and his 
adventures, however, will soon have to look elsewhere, as 
the strip will very soon begin appearing in the Edmonton 
Sun's weekend comics. 

But even if they're not Sun readers, Bob fans need not 
despair. The cantankerous blossom will also be sprouting 
up in other locations — most notably, local bookstores.

Let's start, therefore, with what the show isn’t 
it’s not a bunch of old Kids characters.

First performed in Calgary during One Yellow 
Rabbit's High Performance Rodeo theatre festival 
in January, Slightly Bigger Cities is a kind of 
report card on life. 

Performed with former Shadowy Men on a 
Shadowy Planet guitarist Brian Connelly, the 
one-man show is rock opera in attitude, with 
“One Yellow Rabbit sensibilities.” 

It’s about “living in Los Angeles and trying to 
decide if I should stay in America and how peo- 
ple would see that,” McCulloch said. 

“Part of the notion of the show is that when YF 
you are growing up in Calgary and Edmonton... |_ 
you wouldn't dream of moving to Toronto or 
Vancouver unless you were a different kind of 
person. And a lot of my friends did that. And once they 
moved there they started thinking about moving to 
bigger cities, wondering if they should move to New 
York or Los Angeles.” 

McCulloch has had such thoughts. He can’t be 
blamed for considering moving to where the work is. 
In the past year he has been incredibly busy and fruits 
of his labor are springing up everywhere. This year a 
pet project, a feature film screenplay entitled Dog 
Park, goes into production. So does a half-hour pilot 
called Welcome to Trilex (for Jim Henson 
Productions/Home Box Office) and a role in Twitch 
City, a CBC-TV series created by Bruce McDonald and 
Don McKellar (Roadkill, Highway 61). 

And it may be the success of these projects that has 
McCulloch revelling in live performances again. 

In any event, McCulloch tries to narrow the show's 
scope by making things a little more personal. He 
touches on personal identity and the way geography 
influences who people think you are.

W Chrétien called a June 2 elec- 
tion last weekend I knew a 
political primer on party websites 
was in order. Here’s what I have to 
say about World Wide Web 
home pages built by politi- 
cal parties: we’ve found a 
cure for insomnia. 

Politicians are not only 
boring in person, they’re 
also enormously dull on 
the Internet. Given these 
people deal with 
issues governing 
every aspect of 
our lives, 

you'd think 
they could 
come up with 
a website of 
substance. 
But cre- 
ating a 
cool 
website 
must be, alas, 

up there with other political 
impossibilities, such as saying or 
doing something intelligent. 

Anyway, voters can do their 
homework online, which is per- 
haps a safer environment than an 
all-candidates’ forum for getting a 
basic understanding of a party. 

We'll start with the incumbent 
Liberal Party of Canada. This web- 
site looks good, with red Maple 
Leafs on a black background. 
Oddly enough, the English page’s 
main link, simply entitled “Wel- 
come” is dead. Click it as much as 
you like, nothing happens. 

Anyway, there are other ele- 
ments to explore. You can exam- 
ine the page quickly by clicking on 
a site map, which shows you 
where the information you want 
can be found. The site also boasts 
a search engine of its own to help 
you get right to your area of inter- 
est. But a stroll around the 
grounds is okay, too. 

The site dishes up every press 
release issued from the Prime 
Minister’s Office since June 1995. 
It’s all dull reading unless there’s 
something specific you're after. 

And there’s a photo album 
which shows the PM in a variety of 
PM-ish situations: in a scrum with 
reporters, voguing with Finance 
Minister Paul Martin and flexing 
with Canadian athletes at the 
Olympic Games in Atlanta. 

We even dared venture to the

Under the 
guidance of Jean Charest, the 
party is hoping to regain some 
semblance of respectability. The 
party's site isn’t bad, listing press 
releases and speeches by Charest 
along with Real Audio and Vivo- 
Active plug-ins to see and hear 
clips of the leader. 

A riding-by-riding list of candi- 
dates is thorough and growing. 

It’s important to note each web- 
site offers visitors a chance to 
sound off and let politicians know 
what is and isn’t important. 
Whether they'll listen or not is 
another matter but at least they've 
given you a chance to speak out. 

Have I forgotten a party? No. 
The online home of the federal 
New Democratic Party was out of 
order earlier this week. I tried and 
tried but couldn’t connect.

lama Sutra: a Tale of Love, huh? 
K Sounds real racy, doesn’t it? Not to 

mention real deep, ‘cause all the great 
pre-release press the movie's been receiv- 
ing stresses that it’s “not about sexual 
positions, it’s about sexual politics.” 
Which, as everyone knows, is like, totally 
cool to talk about in films, eh?

Guaranteed to surprise and thrill! 

As far as the heavily-promoted sensuali- 
ty goes, forget it.

Women with spinal-cord injuries have always been told 
their injuries mean no more fun in the sack. (Men too, I 
suppose, but ever since Whipple began teaching Kegel 
exercises to women as a nursing teacher back in the '70s, 
she's prided herself on doing research that validates 
women’s Sexual experiences. Sorry, guys.) 

Anyway, when they were cutting various nerve tracks 
to find out how VIP travelled to the rat bras, they dis- 
covered sexual responses continued even when they 
snipped the spinal cord. Turns cut the VIP, along with 
some rather sexually-stimulating information, was 
bypassing the spinal cord altogether and sneaking up 
along the vagus nerve, which goes from the cervix to the

Whipple started to wonder if maybe women who were 
told they couldn't experience sexual pleasure due to 
spinal-cord injury just weren't being encouraged to try 
hard enough.
